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SPORTING SKETCHES OF AMERICA. 
‘SCENES IN THE CITIES.

Cities are merely so many stages on the highway of civilized life, where indus- 
try and enterprise rest awhile to refresh their energies before they turn to renew 
their etforts in a more distant country or a wider field; and at these points it 1s 
that national peculiarities are the most deeply marked and easily identified. One 
great dilference, however; exists between the old world and the new in this res- 
pect, that whilst in traversing the older nations of the earth a change of language 
and of dress prepare the foreigner for a corresponding influence in character and 
manners, the infinite variety which presents itself to the traveller in his progress 
through the States is obscured ‘by the universal adoption of one prevailing cus- 
tuime, and a common tongue, together-with a continued similarity of external ap- 
pearances, which tends effectually to disguise the real extent of distinctions so 
opposite and extreme as fully to justify the character given to their variety by the 
Dean's verses above quoted. _ 

To.* Bosting,””.as the Yankees term their solid metropolis, I give a precedence 
among the Atlantic cities, —not that it is the pleasantest, nor the most pituresque, 
nor the mdst important in sporting, or, indeed, in any other point of view, but 
simply because it is the first, as being the ‘ farthest North, and foremost in its 
application of ‘the go-a-head system in such a manner, and to such effect, as to 
obtain the honorable appellation ‘of “the City of Notions.” In Boston and the 
regions ronnd about, the earliest settlers squatted, and thence their children first 
“‘absquattulated ” to seek and bring to light the hidden wealth and beauties of the 
Western wilderness. Boston was the first town that came out ‘quite ” against 
the mother coantry; and at Bawker’s hill the first blood was drawn. Boston es- 
tablished the first canal, the first rail-road, and the first passable ‘ turnpike.” The 
first trotting matenes in the States took place in New England ; and upwards of 
twenty-five years ago the traveller on the road between Boston and Portland, a 
distance of 120 miles, must have -beeh surprised to sce horses not above fifteen 
hands high drawing heavy carriages with nme passengers inside, at the rate of 
eight or ten nfiles an hour, and accomplishing the journey in the course of the day, 
a feat which would hardly be equalled now. New York has now entered into the 
lists, and has her trotters and trotting matches also; but the New England and 
Vermont roadsters still worthily sustain their former reputation; and eight 

years ago {in the fall of 1830) the Boston Grey ‘ Burster”’ trotted “fair and 
square,” as the Yankee phrase has it, one mile in two minutes and thirty-two 
seconds. 

The Bostonians are somewhat altered for the better since the days of their ear- 
lier settlements, if trath sides at all with Diedrich Knickerbocker, the renowned 
chronicler of New York, by whom they are designated as ** infamous thieves, a 
parcel of cornfed peddling squatters! apack of lazy, louting, dram-drinking, 
horse-racing, cock-tighting, slave-driving, mulatto-breeding upstarts !” For now 
there is not, tomy knowledge, a race-course anywhere in New England, whilst 
Boston can boast of a most respectable and well-behaved community, almost bor- 
dering upon thé drowsy. Thanksgiving, feast, fast, and festival, are still sus- 
tained with due observance; and geese, salt fisb, and pumpkin-pies vigorously 
eaten at the appointed seasons. . The municipal. regulations of the city, too, are 
unusually strict and well kept ;—all vagabond dogs crossing the paths of public 
justice are incontinently knocked on the head for not reading and heeding the cor- 
poration warning, stuck upon the parish pumps, and headed with the striking cap- 
tion—* Dogs! Dogs!! Dogs!!! And even yet more wonderful to relate in the 
native climes Of ‘* the weed,” a fine of two dollars is imposed and exacted from 
every person convicted of the sin of smoking * principes”’ in the public streets ; 
whilst, as regards dram-drinking, the temperate citizens restrict themselves within 
the wholesome limits of discreetly mixed mint-julep, egg-nog, brandy-go, and gin- 
sling. All.that need be said of Boston, in addition, may be summed up in a few 
words. he citys heavy; the houses solid ; churches and eating-shops plenty ; 
climate variable; roads hard ; horses good ; coaches fast ; citizens sea-serpentish ; 
the cemetery sad; the locale interesting; and the Bunker's lill monument a five 
study ; but altogether wanting in the bump of complctiveness. 

The ‘“‘empire city,” as vanity has named New York, is placed on the Island of 
Manhattan, ove of the pleasantest spots of nature, spoilt by the perversion and 
impertinence of art ; its sweet succession of hill and dale, have long since been 
levelled by the city surveyor. Down two of its sides ran the Hudson and East 
rivers, which, in their confluence at the Battery, spread out and form the fine ex- 
panse of New York bay, the island being scparated from the main land of New 
York State merely by asmall brook or connecting branch between its two great 
water boundaries. . On the Long Island shore of the East river the city of Brook- 
lyn fronts that of New York; and on the New Jersey shore of the Hudson stands 
Jersey city, with the litle village of Communipaw, worthy of note, as being the 
egg from whence New York first-sprung, but now only celebrated for the superior 
excellence of its clams and negro fiddlers. 

Had a choice been left to me, I should have preferred an opening view of New 


York, under circumstances somewhat more favorable to a first impression, than a 


ride in a street hack over the bone-breaking pavement of Broadway, with a pano- 
ramic display Of the streets by gas-light. But I carne in by night ; and then, like 
all new comers into strange cities, as my light vehicle jumped to and fro, 
strained my eyes in vain, endeavoring to catch some glimpses of the strange no- 
velties which, as I supposed, lay ** perdu’ everywhere around me ; but all that the 
steadiest attention could make out was comprised in a few gas-lamps, green trees, 
and gaudy awnings; a footway on either side of a narrow street, alive with a 
mixed population, black and white, mostly with cigars in their mouths. The in- 
termediate space of rough and ricketty road being filled up with an indescribable 
confusion of carts, hacks, carriages, and four-horse omnibuses, one and all with 
uninterrepted row and wproar, fulfilling the varied avocations of their calling, as 
each held on the ** noisy tenor of his. way.” 

Supper and bed were naturally the almost instant consequences of an arrival at 
L1 o'clock at the Mainmoth amongst hotels, the Astor House; but June was not 
a month for closed windows; andas I had the privilege of a front room, all the 
din.of Broadway conseqnently came in at my uppermost ear, whilst a gentle buz- 
zing hum in the neighborhood of my nose warned me of the near approach of a 
murderous musquitoe. However, fatigue at length effectually closed my eyes, 
and I had just fallen into the first of my sleep, when the clang of a multitude of 
bells and a shouting, as froma crowd of speaking trumpets, brdke in upon my 
rest, and made me start up in astate of dreamy alarm. I hastened to my window, 
which looked out upon the corner of a large green, called the Park, where the 
two main avenues of the city, Broadway and Bowery, unite. Down these two 
streets the people rushed in crowds, tearing, scainpering, and holloaing as if for 
dear life; while the cracked bell on the top of the City Hall repeated three dis- 
tinct strokes, at close intervals; and forthwith all the church bells chimed in cho- 
rus, and every steeple clattcred its utmost. Then, again, more people shouted and 
ran, and thus things went on fora considerable length of time. At last a little 
green spot of fire appeared far tp the Bowery ; and, as it gradually grew in size, 
the tramping of a crowd, and roll of heavy wheels, were heard, and then a voice 
rose high above the uproar, crying, “Fire! fire! fire!’’ And now ared light and 
another crowd, and sound of wheels rushed down Broadway, and other voices 
echoed ** Where! where? where?” ‘Corner of Cedar,’’ shouted Green, and 
in a moment two engines, drawn by men, tackled tozether, two and two, rattled 
past at full speed, each man straining every nerve with eagerness for the honor of 
his troop to be first atthe scene of action. After these came more trumpetings, 
more shouting, more lamps of various colors, and more rattling engines ; and the 
night was far advanced before silence succeeded toa scene of noisy confusion, 
which, by a constant recurrence to the amount of about twelve weckly through- 
out the year, has gaincd for New York the glowing appellation of the City of 
Fires. 

I certainly do not like New York. I cannot endure the incessant noise, the 
whirling bustle, and disorderly confusion which reign throughout the city, from 
the Battery point up to’ Five-hundred-and-fifty-fourth-street, or thereabouts, whe- 
ther it be-dreary winter, When the horses go slipshud, and Jack Frost blows his 
nose between two icicles ; or midsummer, when the thermometer is at 95 in the 
shade, and the musquitoes lie listlessly panting about; or autumn, when the 
leaves fall until the fall leaves; or spring—pleasant spring—when trees are bud- 
ding, and stilts are indispensable to keep your ancles outof the mud. F.verybody 
thinks, speaks, and acts with the extreme of hurry. Perchance you are strolling 
allong the ill-conditioned slips and piers of the East river, where, from the variety 
of tongues all in full vigor and active exercise, you might easily picture to yourself 
the scene in front of the Tower of Babel at the moment when the bricklayers 
first strack work for want of a circulating medium of speech. Here you perceive 
a friend afar off, in the street, closing upon you with frightful velocity, whilst the 
crowd almost carries you off your legs towards him ;—you have something of im- 
portance to communicate, and as he approaches a smile of recognition‘ lights up 
his countenance. Another moment, and you incline towards him—a wave of the 
hand—a nod of the head, and he whisks by,—you turn with the intention of pur- 
sujt,—the ends of his coat-tail are disappearing round the next corner—he is gone. 
Long and vainly have I looked to find some person in a gentler “ walk’’ of life ; 
but they all ran alike, and itis quite a picture to see the usually tranquil old qua- 
kers going ahead full tilt, tearing up this strect and down that—skipping over 
crates, and baskets, and bales with the agility of practised harlequins, and always 
under full headway ;—the body bent forward to accelerate their speed, and their 
coat-lappets stuck straight out behind, and fluttering in the wind like kite-tails as 
they scurry on. 

New York isa very fair sporting station, and some good shooting may be found 


and some deer inay still be found in the northern parts of Long Island ; Long 
Island, too, is famed for its trouting, and hundreds of streams, flowing down the 
retired valleys into the Hudson, afford excellent sport to the disciples of worthy

The turf, too, is freely kept up by the New York Jockey Club. The Centre- 
ville Course is devoted to the atnateurs of trotting matches ; and pigeon shooting 
is practised, together with many other minor sports, in and about the “ Third 
Avenue.” | “Sull 

The “ Third Avenue” is an outward-bound street, leading from the unfinished 
districts of New York somewhere into the middle of the next century, when It Is 
expected that the city will have extended its limits beyond the present bounds, and 
go on somewhere out of town; and on the ‘Third Avenue it is that the young 
“ Gothamite Swells’’ meet daily, in order to display the superior qualities of their 
trotters. Here, towards the cool of the evening, little scattered clouds of dust 
may be seen whirling up the road at intervals, as a few early comers clatter away 
in the direction of Harlem. Soon the numbers begin gradually to increase, - and 
the dust to thicken, until by the time that the sultry heat of the summer's day has 
yielded to the refreshing influence of the sea-breeze, the scene becomes in the 
highest degree lively and interesting. At one moment, a light New York waggon, 
a mere square box upon four wheels, spins past, following two bob-tail bays with 
a motion at once 80 swift, so light and elegant, that if seems scarcely to rest upon 
the ground. Then comes a clattering of many heels, accompanied by a hard run- 
ning sound,.and a rushing cloud of dust, all tokens of an amateur ‘ brush,” or 
trial of speed, whilst the outlines of two slightly -built sulkies, and two motion- 
less men, just give a passing glimpse, so faint and indistinct that it would be 
marty diff’cult,” as the negroes say, ‘to teil Vother from which.” But now 
comes ona steady old respectable, rolling behind a raw-boned, heavy-looking 
black—his harness dingy and brown, the vehicle dull and dirty, and the whole 
“turn out’ so utterly drowsy-looking and melancholy, that one is dlmost induced 
to pity the poor old creatures as they creep along. Anon, a distant roll, and whiz, 
and clatter, and up dashes a ‘superior swell,” seated in a glossy green sulky, be- 
hind a high-going grey, bearing hard upon his driver's hand, and evidently trying 
the strength of the highly-polished harness. The latter soon catches up old 
creeper, and instantly getting a tight pull upon the grey, brings him to follow ex- 
actly on the other’s track. The hard’ road is just wide enough for two, and Steady 
accordingly edges olf to let the grey go by,. but he keeps on at the same pace un 
til the black, by slackening, drops back upon him. And now they are roiling on 
side-by-side, the grey pulling **heaps,” and the black, from long habit, metuling 
and mending his pace at the approach of an antagonist; the old * dull”? pulls his 
nag in, but the grey will not *leave him, at one moment loitering alongside, the 
next going a “lectle”’ ahead, and then just falling back again, as 1! to lure him on, 
and tempt him on to atrial of speed. ‘The ruse at last appears to succeed, the 
black begins to step out, and the grey does the same; until his master suddenly 
losing the rein, gives him his head, and off he goes. A new spirit now seems 
“suddenly to come over the old man, and bending his body forward, he shakes the 
reins aud shouts to the bonny black; at the word he starts, and in another mo- 
ment has recovered his ground, and runs alongside his opponent; the struggle 
now begins in earnest, and at first the polished harness and the painted body ap- 
pears to be somewhat in advance, but the old man is getting angry, and the good 
black, as if aware that he both can and must take twenty extra seconds off the mile, 
strains every nerve, and in less time than has been occupied in the recital, the 
dusky old couple are seen clattering du victorious and alone, whilst Swell pulls up 
the defeated grey, in order to avoid the ignominious salute of his departing adver- 
sary’s cloud of dust. ‘hia is a scene of constant recurrence, and after its enact- 
ment the rivals usually meet at “Cato’s,” a resort of much celebrity, some four 
miles fromm the city, where drinks of infinite variety and aptitude to the then exist- 
ent temperature, are administered by the renowned philosopher hinself.* 

On the occasion of my second visit to New York, the rolling circle of events 
brought on the period appointed for the Second Spring Meeting of the New York 
Jockey Club, though how it can be called a Spring Meeting when it took place on 
the 3d of June, with the thermometer somewhere about 90 in the shade, I am ata 
\lossto know. ** Now ts the winter of vurdiscontent made glorious summer by the 
sun of [New] York,” was the apt quotation of the wag who had reserved a seat 
for me in his light waggon, as I sat by his side at the Whitelall-v.harf, mopping, 
aud muttering anything but prayers at the ferry-boat, which is invariably to be 
found in the middle of the stream when wanted at the wharf, and as this and ano- 
ther ferry at the upper end of the town are the only means of communication be- 
tween New York and Brooklyn city, on Long Island, the arrival of the steamer 
was anxiously looked for by a vast crowd of pedestrians, equestrians, und carriage 
folk, all bound on the same enterprise as ourselves. 

The Union Course lies about nine miles inland from the city of Brooklyn, and 
on our landing on the Long Island side of the ferry, we found ourselves sur- 
rounded by an assemblage of vehicles even more numerous than that we had leit; 
| immediately beyond the gate of the ferry-bouse, a long train of carriages stood 
upon the Long Island Railroac, which runs at the back of the conrse, the locomo- 
tive at their head fuming and fretting as if with impatience at the delay, whilst 
the steam cads ran to and fro, allotting seats, distributing tickets, settling the dis- 
putes between the passengers who quarrelled for want of room, and im the same 
breath baw!ing out for more ‘to fill up.”” A choice collection of hack carriages 
and four-horse omnibusses were drawn up on the side of the road opposite to the 
railway, the rival charioteers busjly canvassing for fares among the new arrivals 
from the ferry-boat, with the exception of a few old hands, whose retiring dispo- 
| sition reserved their market for the late comers, at galloping prices. ‘The more 
/economical among the “noble sportsmen” were seeking for some conveyance 

better suited to their depth of draught ; and a number of roaring, ramping, restive 
| private teams, forcing their way up from the ferry. completed the universal uprosr 
'and confusion. “ Hey, now! hie! you Jersey nigger, clear out, sir !’’—*‘* Oh 
gosh! you up agin my panal, massa !""—‘* Now, then, who's for the omuibustur!? 
Only one dollar to the Union Course.”—* Here, sir—off directly—run up in an 
hour—this way, sir.’—** Hoy, sir, you—Hie! get out o° th’ way.’’—* Shan’t.” 
— Then Ili squish you to etarnal squash.” ‘Oh, Hie !—Who!—Tooraloo! 
Tooraloo | Tooraloo!’’—** What's that !’— Trumpit of a raillay, massa.”"— 
* Oh, I've paid for my place."—* And so have [.’’—* And I.’’—** Hoh, stop— 
| Hie !’"—* Go a-head.”’—Pfit, Pfit, Ptit—** Stop—stop!"—* Why ?” ** Couldn't.” 
| —* Can.”—** Can't.”"—** Must!""—** Won't!” The steamer has already got into 
| its running, the belated are left lamenting, and clouds of circling dost rising above 
the iree tops proclaim the advanced crowd of carriages already in full scamper for 
the course. 

‘The day was as hot as mustard, the road au elegant fine sand, and the dust in 
such high spirits, that the keeping the eyes open, or the month shut. was next to 
an impossibility ; we had therefore but little opportunity of seeing any of the 
whims of the wayside, until the piazza of Snediker’s Tavern, nine miles from 
Brooklyn, and in the immediate vicinity of the course, offered the combined at- 
tractions of ashelter from the sun, and a station whence we might view the ani- 
mated panorama somewhat divested of its veil of dust. 

Tt appeared to me as if Newark, the great New Jersey carrisge mart of the 
United States, had on this day poured forth its every store. First rode the “ swell,” 
dashing along in his light waggon, bchind two * sixteen mile’’ ponies, the sandy 
cloud flying upwards from beveath their feet to settle dowr again upon the velvet 
collar of the tailor’s ape on horseback just behind, his best coat donned for “ the 
occasion.”” Next in the rank rolls on a thundering omnibus, full of live lumber, 
fifteen inside, and four out, with heaven knows how many more on the roof and 
steps, to make up a good complement for the four horses, at somewhere about 7 
to 1. Then comes a slender-built sulky, dancing behind a prime-going bay, 
closely followed by M. Gonverneur's landau with the strong blacks, somewhere 
about the cleverest carriage horses in New York, and a barouche with four greys, 
badly tooled. A momentary brush takes place between the landau and a britschka 
just a-head, and then the landau keeps the lead, whilst the britschka retires into 
private life behind the greys and the barouche. A body of respectables on horse- 
back, anda group of over-heated pedestrians, fill up the next places in the line, 
then one or two buggies filled with foreigner-looking people, and the residue runs 
off from these well-mixed ingredients to the dregs, a numerous assemblage of ve- 
hicles of various colors, shape and calling, of Flatbush waggons, aad Communi- 
paw clam-boxes. 

The New York Union “ Track ’’ (as the race course is technically termed), is, 
like all the American courses, a circular mile, around which the horses run. from 
right to left of the judge, one, two, three, and four mile heats, all races under a 
mile being termed ** quarter races,” and not recognised by the authorities. The 
courses are all private property, belonging cither to the jockey clubs, or to indi- 
vidual specnlators, generally the latter, and the ground is enclosed with a lofty 
pallisade, having one or more entrances, at which payment to the amount of one 
dollar (or sometimes two dollars), for a carriage, and so downwards in proportion, 
is exacted; the proceeds being appropriated to the several purposes of keeping 
the course in repair, furnishing the public prizes, and reimbursing the proprietor 
for his original outlay. 

The stands, which in the South are elegant edifices, are built of wood, and the 
track is kept in order (?) by the somewhat strange process of light ploughing and 
harrowing, turf, as the word is understood in England, not proving at all a thriving

NATIONAL MATCH FOR $50,000! ENGLAND vs. AMERICA. 


We desire to invite the attention of the Sporting World on both sides the At- 

lantic, to the suggestion contained in the extract annexed of a !etter to the Editor, 
from one of the most distinguished gentlemen on the American Turf. It will be 
coen that he proposes a National Post Match between the “cracks ” of John Bull 
and Brother Jonathan—or rather to run two matches of Four mile heats, for 
$25,000 a-side each, —one match to be run by American horses vs. the choice of 
England, at Newmarket, and. the other on Long Island by English horses vs. the 
choice of America. It is believed by many of our most intelligent countrymen 
abroad, that no very formidable obstacle exists to prevent the conclusion of such 
a match, while many of those most conversant with the feelings of British Turf- 
men on the subject, who have recently returned, are sanguine that so far as John 
Ball is concerned, he has the spirit and the will to come forward at once in sup- 
port of the pretensions for unrivalled beauty, speed, and stoutness, so long ac- 
corded to the English Race Horse. The subject is one that for quite a length of 
time has excited a keen interest among the leading turfinen of the Atlantic States ; 
and for several months throughout the “race horse regions” of the olden time, 
the feasability of the match has been a most absorbing theme of discussion in every 
sporting circle. Several eminent Americans abroad, including one or two dis- 
tinguished public functionaries, have written their friends here at home of their 
ardent desire that such a match should be made up, and urged it upon their cor- 
respondents. They are not only confident that our Four mile horses would reflect 
the highest credit upon the system of breeding and training in America, but that 
such a match would be fraught with almost incalculable advantage to the character, 
prosperity, arid usefulness of the Sports of the Turf in this country. 

We will detain the reader no longer, but submit the letter of our correspondent, 
which, by-the-bye, was not igtended for publicatioa, and our only apology for the 
liberty we have taken in quoting it, is in the hope that the subject, being once

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ON BREEDING FOR THE TURF. 
‘ Fort Gisson(Arks.), Oct. 2), 1838. 

Mr. Eoiror,—When I had the pleasure of seeing you last Fall, you expressed 
a desire that I would occasionally address you from these desert wilds and forests 
inaccessible. I have, therefore, concluded to send you a few thoughts on by ceding 
for the turf. 

From your notices of the purchases of Col. Hameron and Mr. Pout, it appears 
that the work of importing English thorough-breds goes bravely on. ‘This I am 
glad to hear, but I trast that our native stock will not be neglected by breeders, 
which is to be apprehended, I fear. The success which has attended bieeding 
from imported horses must be attributed to our stock needing an infusion of blood 
other than that of Diomed, rather than to an absolute superiority in the English 
racer. Such imported horses as have been raced in this country, and tried with 
our stock, have not done much—the most successful being Pomona, Monarch, 
Langford, Emily, Lilly, Britannia, and The Queen, and they have won only two 
or three races each, while many have been repeatedly beaten. From this ill suc- 
cess, I am persuaded that our native mares, bred to English horses, will produce 
better racers than English mares and horses, notwithstanding that Sir Archy was 
the product of such union. 

As our breeders appear to patronize so liberally the English stallions, and pro- 
perly, too, as we need a foreign cross, the same reason would justify the owners 
of imported mares to preed them to our stallions, for I have as little doubt that the 
English horses need new blood. Tie advocates of the imported stallions tell us 
that we have bred in-and-in so much with the Diomed blood, that our stock has 
degenerated; and yet Mr. J. Kirkman, of Ala., pats Schum/a, a daughter of Sul- 
tan, to Glencoe, a son of Sultan, as if what had failed with the Diomed blood 
would succeed with that of Sultan. An examination of our racing calendar will 
show, however, that many, if not a majority, of our distinguished horses have 
possessed two and three crosses of Diomed blood. Of the great number of 
breeders owning imported mares, only two, H. Cuay, of Kentucky, and Dr. E. 
Norrn, jr., of S. C., appear to have sent to native stallious; and I trust these 
gentlemen will be rewarded for their rationality by the success of their stock. 

In our country, where stock can be raised at little expense, almost every breeder 
can afford to venture on experiments in breeding; and only by experimenting can 
we expect to attain perfection in our breed of horses. The great expense attend- 
ing breeding in‘England deters the breeders there from trying the Arabian horses ; 
but with us, every cross should be resorted to. We have had many Arabians, and 
the Lindsay Arabian is now thought a good cross in a pedigree. Perhaps twenty 
years hence this may be the opinion of the Arabians now living; for their stock 
appears better in the second remove than their immediate progeny, and may be 
still better in the third, and other removes. But one racer (Kassina) have I known 
extolled, the get of the Winter Arabian: but he is the sire of the dam of Jo 
Townly. The Bagdad Arabian mares appear to breed well, as Prophet, State 
Rizhts, and Salome, areout ofthem. Amurath has a winner in our Racing Calen- 
dar, but the Rhind Arabians have none. ‘Their mares, and more remote descend- 
ants, however, may breed well. 

I perceive that Mr. H. A. Taytoe has put his Luzborough mare Howa to 
Minge, and I consider this to evince good judgment, and hope he will continue 
to breed his mares by imported horses to our four milers. Of all the horses which 
I saw in Baltimore and New York last Pall, not excepting Picton, Benbow, and 
other colts of imported horses, I thought Mingo and Boston the most worthy of 
adiniration, as horses most likely to breed useful stock—for their forms gave 
every indication of power, while their performances testified their speed. Let but 
the Messrs. Merritt, Boardman, Kiikman, Jackson, Hampton, Singleton, Stock- 
ton, and others owning imported mares, send each season one half of them to our 
best native stailions, and the other half to imported horses, and my life upon it, 
that in their stock, the get of our stallions will prove themselves superior to the 
yet of the imported horses. I go for the cross, whether that of the English horse 
and native mare, or native horse and English mare. From our system of racing, 
our stock possesses wind ard endurance ; from the English mode, their's possesses 
speed and ability to carry weight. Unite them in the breeding stud, and the pro- 
geny ought to be able to go the distance, and carry weight. . In breeding, some 
regard should be had to the climate, soil, and food of each animal, and I think it 
will prove advantageous to cross Northern and Southern stock. To this difference 
in food and climate some of the success of the English stallions may, I think, be 
attributed. Yours, Caprain.

Murdaugh, son of the breeder of Sycorax, as aforesaid, who traced the genealogy 
of said mare to a bay mare, formerly procured by his brother, the late Mr. Lemuel 
Murdaugh, of Bertie County, N.C., for the express purpose of breeding blood 
horses, from a Mr. Anderson Bagley, of Lunenburg County, Va., whe procured. 
her, when two years old, of the late Capt. Francis Ballard, as aforesaid. 

The said Mr. Lemuel Murdaugh no doubt obtained the pedigree with the mare 
in question, but unfortunately his house was struck by lightning, as I have beem- 
informed by his brother, Capt. Murdaugh, in which he was killed, the house en- 
tirely consumed, and all its contents.

Notwithstanding the Liverpool arrived on Friday week last, we received but a: 
single package of papers on that day, while two large parcels of papers, and a bun- 
dle of twelve magazines, were detained on board until Monday afternoon, owing 
to the culpable negligence of the officers of the vessel, whose duty it is to send 
parcels addressed to the Press to the Post Office or Custom House. Thongh re- 
peatedly applied to, it was not without great difficulty that our packages were ob- 
tained at all, and we will take this occasion to apprise those of our contempora-- 
ries who have been disappointed in the receipt of their papers, that when oure- 
were discovered stowed away in the cabin of the Liverpool, there were a great 
uumber of other packages remaining there for different persons. It is to be hoped 
that the consignees, who have been apprised of the detention of packages on. | 
board, will take measures to prevent any cause for complaint hereafter. 

The principal subject of discussion in the British Sporting World is the con- 
duct of Farcuson, the owner of Harkaway. kt appears that the Club at Heaton. 
Park were determined Harkaway should not start for the Cup there; at any rate, 
they handicapped him to carry 13 stone 7 Ibs.

Before it was known that he would not be allowed to star 
at the Holywell Hunt meeting, 20 to 1 was betted against every other horse in the 
race! He was very heavily handieapped for a race there, but as no horse can 
start without being nominated by a mémber of the Hunt, he was not afforded an. 
opportunity of winning, no member being willing to befriend his owner so far ae 
to put his horse in nomination. 

Furntorr’s Eaglet, we see, is running with great eclat at the provincial meet 
ings. At the Chesterfield races, Harkaway arrived one morning in a caravan— 
walked over for the largest stake—and in twenty minutes was off again in his. - 
‘carriage and four” for another meeting. Wherever he is allowed to start, a 
walk-over inevitably ensues, for however high he may be weighted, nothing dares... 
start against him. At the Chesterfield races, Eaglet won two-tich stakes, beating 
St. Leonard for the first, and Catherina, Columbine, St. Leonard, and Creeping. 
Molly for the 2d. Both races were well contested, Bell’s Life states, and the 2d. 
was won at three heats. é 

On the 2d page of to-day’s paper will be found a long article under the caption 
of ** Sporting in America,” from the London (New) Sporting Magazine for Octo- 
ber. We recognise in the writer the author of “A ramble among the lakes of 
Westmoreland”’—a young Londoner, who made a sporting tour through, this 
country last season. 

The crack article of “The Sportsman,” for Oct., is the “ Wolf Hunt on the 
Turkisag,” written for the Spirit of the Times by our correspondent “ Seebright.” 
As usual with that publication, no acknowledgement is made of the source from. 
whence the article was derived. 

From Bell’s Life in London, the Sunday Times, the Court Journal, Age, Satir- 
ist, Town, ete. etc., we have gleaned the following items of intelligence in tho 
Sporting and Theatrical world.

We cap 
only say we shall at all times be prompt in exposing trickery of any sort on the 
turf or elsewhere, regardless of the rank of the parties concerned, as we have 
upon more occasions than one shown. Where mistaken impressions have arisen, 
we shali be equally ready to admit of vindication or explanation; and had Mr. 
Ferguson offered us any reply to the observations made, and conclusions drawn, 
in his own immediate case, we should in obedience to the suggestions of * Fair 
Play,” have given it a ready insertion.

BOAT RACE, PITTSBURG vs. LOUISVILLE. 
Lovisvitzs, (Ky.) Nov. 2), 1838. 


To the Editor of the Spirit of the Timzs.—Having read some time since in 
your paper a degcription of our turf races, I thought an attempt to describe a 
boat race might not prove unacceptable; and if it is not what it ought to be, you 
must take the will for the deed. Some time since a challenge was given by the 
Gipsey barge club of Louisville, Ky., to the Glaucus barge club of Pittsburg, 
Pa., to row at Louisville from 1 to 4 miles, for from $500 to $1000 aside, the 
Gipsey paying $200 for their expenses, which was accepted by the latter club. 
Last week the sons of “the Iron city’ honored us with their appearance with 
their Glaucus, and finally agreed the race should come off on Monday the 19th 
inst., at 3 o'clock P. M., for $500 aside, 2} miles up the river, and 2} down, 
making in all 45 miles. 

About 3 o'clock the shores began to be lined with horsemen, footmen, steam 
bosts, keel boats, skiffs, canoes, barges, yauls, and though last not least, the old- 
fashioned flat boat, all literally covered with people, and on the steamboats and 


in the carriages might be seen the bright eyes of beauty gracing the scene with | 


their presence. 

Bets were greatly in favor of the Glaucus, in consequence of their established 
fame, having won two or three races, and the acknowled zed strength and powers 
of endurance of the Pittsbargers, though still the blood of the untried Gipseys 
rendered them no contemptible opponents, and their friends backed them freely. 
At3 o'clock precisely the boats were at the starting point, the Glaucus having 
won the track ; she lay in her beautv like a sca bird upon the water, waiting for 
her adversary to take the station assigned her, which was done by the gallant 
Gipsey on the outside, and consequently more in the current. There was con- 
siderable anxiety to see which would get the start, so as to keep the shore all the 
way up for the benefit of having the eddy—odds were offered that the Glaucus would 
take it, as she had invariably done so—and the friends of the Gipsey were equally 

sanguine. 

At the tap of the steamboat bell they started with the ficetness of the ante- 
lope ; and it was seen that the Gipsey gained something the first pull—the second. 
still more, and at the third and fourth, shot ahead of the Glaucus, ainid the deaf- 
ening shouts of the “corn crackers,” and took the track ; the Glaucus, nothing 
daunted, following close in her wake. The first mile the Gipsey still kept gain- 


ing and increasing the distance, till at the second mile there was three or four | 


lengths difference. It was found the Gipseys would not hold out, as they rowed 
a quicker stroke than the Glaucus, at the rate of 5 to 3. The buoy being close 
by, there was a smart brush—the Gipseys endeavoring to turn as quick as possible 
and take advantage of the current down stream, and the Glaucus to lessen the 
distance between them. At this time the excitement was intense among the bet- 
ting gentlemen, aye, and the ladies too. Horsemen were riding up and down, 
carrying the news to manya fair face. The Gipsey made the buoy about four 
lengths ahead of the Glaucus, and in turning, the stroke oar of the former came 
out of its place, and the turn was not made as well as it ought to have been, but 
the difference was scarcely noticed, when she got round and shot ahead with the

were sanguine of winning, but the distance was not sufficiently long, (I mean 

from the tims they got out of the bend,) and the Glaucus, amid the cheers of 

the Pittsburgers that almost rent the sky, came in ahead, winning by a half a 

length ! 

Thus ended the first boat race in Louisville, and it was a splendid one ; the match 
was rowed in 26 minutes precisely. The judges were—Garnett Duncan, Rosr. 
J. Warp, Peatuer, Esqrs. and Capt. C. M. Srraver. 

[t was apparent the crew of the Glaucus was much better disciplined, they 
havinz pulled together so frequently in other races; at any rate, they rowed with 
the precision of a michine. The Gipsey was evidently the fleetest boat, and was 
rowed the longest distance in the same time, which proved that her crew had as 
good botto nas blood, and had it not been that their coxswain steered them into 
the bend of the river, they mast necessarily have won, for the pilots and all the 
‘* river-nen,”’ and indeed every one clse knows, it makes from 159 to 200 yards 
da fference in distance, besides te loss of current.

At the request of a Western breeder, who asks for information relative to this 
son of Imp. Barefoot, who has followed his sire to the West, we have compiled 
the following brief sketch of his pedigree and performances. 
season by Commodore Rivcetey to M. BeacugEsq., of Lebanon, Warren Co., 
Ohio, and was on that gentleman's farm, when we last heard of him. 

Admiral was bred by James Barucare, Esq., at West Farms, Westchester 
Co., N. ¥. He was got by Imp. Barefoot, out of Highland Mary (own sister to 
Medoc) by Eclipse—grandai by Imp. Expedition—g. g. dam Maid of the Oaks 
by Imp. Shark. He was foaled in 1832, and we recollect him as a chesnut’ with 
little or no white, about 15 hands high, very compactly and well put up, and highly 
promising. 

He made his debut in Mr. Bathgate’s name on the Eagle Course at Trenton, 
N. J., on the 10th June, 1835, for a purse of $150, Mile heats, which he won 
handily in 1:53—1:50, carrying 90lbs. (as a 3 yr. old), beating Capt. Stockton’s 
b. f. by Lance, and D. P. Palmer's ch. f. Acacia, by Henry, both 3 yrs. old. 

His friends had so much confidence in his game and foot, that he was soon after 
named as the choice of the North against the choice of the South, to run a match 
for $5000 a-side, h. ft., Two mile heats, over the Union Course, L. I., at the Fall 
meeting. The record of the meeting is to this effec: :— 

Nov. 4, 1835—John C. Stevens’ ch. c. Admiral, by Imp Barefoot, 3 yrs., 90lls., received 
forfeit from Col. Wm. R. Johnson’s gr.c. Daniel by Medley, same age and weight, ina 


match, Two mile heats, for $5000 a-side, half forfeit. 
A second match having been proposed between the North and the South, for 


the same amount ($5000 a-side), to run Four miie heats, in the following Spring, 
the North again made choice of Admiral, while the South nominated Margaret 
Armistead (alias Rebecca Coleman). Admiral came upon the track too high in 
flesh, and groggy as a post horse—tortured into a perfect screw. His legs were 
“so shaky’ that his trainer had dared not give him his proper work, and sure 
enough, before the race was over they gave way. Here is the record of it :—

To the Editor Spirit of the Times,—I am very glad to find that the friends of 
Imp. Hedgeford have come out witha banter in reply to * N. of Arkansas” | 
hope we shall havea race. [ admire the opinions ef N. generally, though I fear 
he is, like a great many others, prejudiced against Hedgeford ; but I hope not so 
much as “ Hipperast,” in vol. 4, p. 514 Am. Turf Register, who was so afraid of 
his back and legs, that he prophecied that all who bred from him would say he had 
too much legs and back, by four to six inches. But he was moderate to * Barry- 
more,” vol. 5, p. 294, same work ; in his remarks he says :— 

‘‘ Hedgeford should be sent to the mountains, and ata proper price, he would find 
patrons among those who lvok only to size, and who are willing to encounter the 
expense of that extra food necessary to sustain such huge animals.” 

Such remarks as the foregoing are well calculated to prejudice the minds of 
breeders against a horse. [I'or my own part, I have seen Hedgeford often, and a 
number of his colts, he having stood in this section two seasons. He had a num- 
ber of fine mares, though he was not as liberally patronized as he deserved, and 
| as he would have been if it had not been for the above wise prophets, who, I hope, 
| have lived to see their errors ; for, so far as Hedgeford’s colts have been tried, 
| they are all tramps when out of full-bred mares. We have some of this class 
that have produced colts by Hedgeford, that we think, from their appearance at 
this time, will be able torun with any stock, whether bred on the sea-shore or 
‘mountains. His 2 yr. olds and yearlings are the finest and most game-looking 
young things I have ever seen ; and [I venture to say, if Hedgeford was brought 
back to Augusta, or Carolina, he would get as many mares as his owners would 
allow him to cover, at $100 the season. ‘There are few who bred to him that did 
not get colts, for he is the surest horse I almost ever saw, and these that have been 
so fortunate as to get his colts, will part with them only when they are tempted 
by long prices, or until they are convinced that ** Barrymore” was right in his 
conjectures. ‘There are several of his colts entered ii stakes in Newberry, where 
he stood in 1837; amongst them you may look out for ‘a fall,” as ‘Oil Stone” 
savs. I know of one ot his colts, foaled last Spring, that cannot be bought for 
$1500 at this time, and there are several! others that are valued very high for their 
race horse appearance, the opinions of Hipperast and Barrymore notwithstanding. 

I am in no way interested in any stallion on earth, but think Hedgeford has been 
| very much persecuted, aud that such colts as Duane and Col. Sanrorn’s, of 
| Georgia, with others, should at least put a stgp to it at present. Sabupa.
